Summer of the 17th Doll- Coronet 1/22. 2 pros-Post 
and World Telegram & Sun- and 5 cons- filed on new Aus- 
tralian play by Ray Lawler presented by Theatre Guild and 
Playwrights Company. Range of opinion from the two affirm- 
ative raves to pannings for play and accent being unintelligible, 
Watts, Post, cheered it for its fresh subject matter and approach, 
rugged honesty and stubborn integrity. Entire cast was applaud- 
ed for performances, including the author in a leading role. 
Aston, WTS, also praised entire cast and strong drama. Three 
reviewers-Times, News, Journal American-found the unusual 
Australian accent almost impossible to follow and thus filed 
negative votes. Atkinson, Times, fathomed that even if play 
was fully understood it would be a commonplace drama, Chap- 
man, News, could only report actors are skilled, while Mc - 
Clain, Journal American, found the situation difficult to assoc- 
iate with. Kerr, Herald Tribune, had no problems with accent, 
but feared play written about a dull party. Coleman, Mirror, 
vetoed it for presenting too small,too seamy a slice of life 
Down Under. Journal American audience poll rated it 6 pro, 
0 con.

The public, not the producer, is to blame for the cur- 
rent benefit excess where it is becoming increasing diffi- 
cult to obtain tickets to certain shows due to sold-out 
benefit performances. If the average ticket buyer would 
order just a few of his tickets in advance for new shows 
prior to opening, producers would not have to be so pan- 
icky. They could then rely on a certain amount of money 
coming from advance sales. As this is not the case at the 
moment, the producer cannot be blamed for accepting as 
many benefits as possible,

other avant-garde plays, what is left for Off Broadway?" 
Norris Houghton asked at Drama Desk," The question 
is a good one and worth pondering by all involved in the 
Off Broadway movement. Putting aside current ticket, 
union, theatre and other Off Broadway worries of the 
moment, producers can well consider their. future dir- 
ection, As there are too many forces halting Off Broad- 
way frorn becoming a carbon-copy of Broadway, they 
might even consider returning to experimental, off-beat 
plays as legit fare.
